Portola Valley elementary 
schools got a second “rapid 
fire’ shot in the arm yesterday 
with a 468-352 vote approval 
of the district’s 25-cent tax in- 
crease. 

Better than 40 per cent of 
the district’s registered vo- 
ters turned out for the elec- 
tion on raising the maximum 
permissive operating tax 
from $2.35 to $2.60. A total 
of 821 of 2016 registered vo- 


ters cast their ballots, with 
13 absentees listed. 


The tax endorsement came 
on the heels of Monday’s favor- 
able court ruling for 16 Portola 
Valley teachers accused of par- 
ticipating in a strike last May 
25. San Mateo County Superior 
Court Judge Frank W. Rose de- 
cided there were no grounds 
for a lawsuit against the teach- 
ers and several parents and 
gave the plaintiffs 20 days to 
amend their complaint. 
IMPRESSED 

Dr. Milton Flocks, Portola 
Valley School Board chairman, 
said he was “impressed” by the 
results of the election, especial- 
ly in view of the recent poor 
showing of the Menlo Park 
school vote.

Maybe Next Time 
We'll Vote Differently 


The Menlo Park Elementary School District’s permis- 
sive tax rate proposal was defeated last week and, as this 
is written, the exact curtailments in program which the dis- 
trict will adopt aren't known. 

This newspaper editorially supported the tax measure, 
weer disappointed that it didn't pass. But a similar pro- 
posal to raise the permissive tax rate maximum will be made 
again — either later this year, or next year when the present 
five-year term for the present $1.99 per $100 maximum 
rate expires. 

When that happens, there'll be no choice; failure to 
pass whatever tax proposal is put forward at that time 
will mean a reversion of the present rate — which is too 
low —to the archaic rate of 90 cents, adopted years ago 
when the dollar was worth three or four times as much as 
it is now. 

Having editorially identified ourselevs w ith the “spend- 
ers,” we'd like to make a couple of observations concerning 
the election just past. Call them justifications for being at 
odds with the sentiment of the majority, if you want to; 
here they are: 

Most of us attended public schools and many of us 
went through the state colleges, which are tax supported. 
Looking backward now, can we honestly argue that we 
think we were educated to the maximum? Do all of us 
honestly believe that we know all we need to know, and 
could possibly be taught, in a standard 12-year education 
course of the first-grade-through-college type? Would we 
not have learned more, possibly, if some of those elemen- 
tary school classes had been made smaller, so we'd have 
gotten a little more individual attention than we did? 
Wouldn't it have been easier to become better specialists, 
if our professors in college had a little more time per 
student? 

It costs money to have small classes; teachers should, 
perhaps, have clerical help, too, so they can concentrate on 
the job in the classroom. 

To deny these advantages that we didn’t have to the 
youngsters who are in school today is vicious and stupid. 
To maintain that the education system which produced Us 
did the maximum job of educating, is an arrogance to 
which we cannot submit. 

Improving education is pretty much a matter of invest- 
ment. Years ago it was common for most people to feel 
they could only invest eight years of their time in an ele- 
mentary school education. Nowadays, you can't even get 
a job in some specialties with out an advanced degree. And 
you should try to learn more, more quickly, too, because 
the body of human knowledge doubles about every 15 
years, and you have to keep up with it. 

This brings us to teachers. Some voters were horrified 
to learn that teachers could, under a proposed salary sched- 
ule, earn up to $10,000 a year. 

This does violence to the old stereotype of what a 
teacher is, and stereotypes are hard to get rid of. The 

stereotype teacher of whom we speak is an elderly spinster 
with pince-nez glasses and ratty hair, who used a ruler to 
rap childrens’ knuckles. 

She never vareid her program, year to year; she con- 
sidered summer retraining classes a “frill” not related to 
teaching basics, and she got paid accordingly. 

This is a far cry from what we find a modern class- 
room. 

What we should have today are educational specialists, 
some of whom have spent more time in university class- 
rooms and laboratories than medical doctors or lawyers, 
and who should be paid accordingly. 

They have to know a lot more than our dear, beloved 
stereotype teacher, because there’s more to know, nowa- 
days, and new techniques for teaching it faster and better. 

Some day, we'll get around to recognizing that teachers 
are, truly, professional people who should be rewarded in 
relation to their professional stature. It may take a gener- 
ation for us to get rid of our preconceived notions but it'll 
happen, in spite of the horrors expressed in votes at the 
polls the other day, to the effect that “teachers are getting 
paid too much.”
